HEAR AND THAR 

O Reports are circulating, and you may have noticed, that some of the big-shooters on AM owned 
by Citadel are turning off their HD at night due to adjacent-channel interference. Others are con- 
tinuing. Seems to me that they would have worked out all the bugs before OK’ing the system! 

O Translators for AMs Looks Doable - The concept of allowing AMs to use FM translators un- 
der certain conditions to fill in their nighttime service got an unofficial nod of approval from the 
FCC chairman last week. The NAB has lobbied for the proposal, saying that AM nighttime signal 
coverage is challenged by ever-increasing man-made noise. If approved, AMs would be able to 
air programming on FM translators overnight. The 60 dBu contour of the translator could not 
extend beyond the 2 millivolt daytime contour of the station. FCC Chairman Kevin Martin said “. 
.. translators would help AM broadcasters to provide local content and the commission ‘is trying 
to move fast on it.’” He said the agency has allowed some AMs to use FM translators at night in 


some instances with STAs.

FROM THE VAST WESTLAND 

A Quite anewsworthy development has occurred on the nighttime IBOC scene since our last column, and we 
were taken off-guard by how quickly it happened. Just 2% weeks after nighttime IBOC became officially 
sanctioned, ABC Citadel, the country’s third largest radio group, suspended its use at night on all its AM 
stations equipped with it. The story broke after news of a leaked October 1 memo from Citadel’s Director 
of Engineering Martin Stabbert appeared on the website Radio-Info.com. According to a 10/3 article that 
appeared in RW Online (http: / / www.radioworld.com/ pages /s.0121/t.8847.html), the memo pointed to (in 
its own words) “lackluster performance, the limited benefit and various reports of significant interference” 
as reasons for the decision. Some cautions: Citadel’s action does not spell the end of IBOC at its stations 
(AM daytime and FM IBOC continue), this is only a suspension (i.e. a temporary halt) of nighttime IBOC, 
and the company plans to work with IBOC developer iBiquity to find answers to the problems. What it 
does expose that hasn’t been publicly shown before is some genuine apprehension among broadcasters 
about issues surrounding nighttime use of this technology. This story is far from over, and we will do our 
best to keep on top of it. In the meantime, some big Citadel players are on the sideline at night-- KABC, 
KGO, WABC, WJR, WLS and others. From my outpost in the east part of the Vast Westland, I am noticing 
a lot less IBUZZ on the lower clear channel frequencies than was true a couple of weeks ago. 

A. Last week when we wrote of the sad news that Richard E. Wood had died, we mentioned that he had 
conducted a foreign language recognition course on Radio Canada International’s “Shortwave Listener’s 
Digest.” During this past week I learned that this series is available on CD, co-produced by Ian McFarland 
and Colin Newell. The price is $10 Canadian for Canadian addresses or $12 US for US addresses. More 
info (and an order form) is available online at http: / /www.dxer.ca/content/view /40/88/ (you can also 
hear a sample sound clip at that URL). Best of all, the proceeds go to charity, in this case a food bank near 
Ian’s home in BC. I have ordered a copy, and hope that you consider doing so too. (Also, Bruce Conti has 
uploaded a story about Dr. Wood to the BADX site: http:/ /www.naswa.net/badx /wood.htm. Richard was 
a member of the Boston Area DX’ers at one time -pls.) 

A It seems that every week we are celebrating Shawn Axelrod’s terrific start to the new DX season. This week 
Shawn sends along this note: “Well, September is over but it was a great month for DX here with 11 new 
ones. Cannot wait for October’s DX and see what it brings.” We already have a partial answer; see 1100 
WZEN in the “Station News” section below. John Rieger has this “somewhat” upbeat note on the pres- 
ent state of HD: “IBOC has wiped out a few frequencies, but still, after 40-plus years, I can say I still have 
a hobby.” Noting that some of his loggings are “pre-nighttime IBOC on first adjacent channels,” Wayne 
Heinen cautions they are “...loggings that may be missing from future logbook pages.” And commenting 
about loggings gathered during a trip to Winter Park, Colorado, John Wilkins comments: “Lots of noise 
from fluorescent lights, etc., from neighboring condos so conditions are no better there than the IBOC-filled 
airwaves back home.” And the buzz goes on, and the buzz goes on! 

A. Since this issue is the first one with an October deadline, we are accepting for it some loggings using the 
summer timeliness rule, i.e. all loggings back to the first of the previous month are acceptable. So this 
cleans everything up from the summer. A friendly reminder, however: we are back to weeklies, and from 
this point on I will only submit for publication loggings no more than two weeks old by the time I receive 
them. This assures that no logging is older than one month by the DX News’ publication date. Please keep 
the loggings timely, and please keep them coming in! 73 Bill

After trying every phasing system and being disappointed with their performance I have gone back 
again to the dual loop system of Mike Leveintow in 1973 (IRCA reprint #A12). All the phas- 
ing systems I have tried are very sensitive and difficult to tune. In addition when tuned the 
results are no better than the loop alone for the S/N for foreign split-frequency stations. The 
dual tuned loop seems to cut thru and blanket IBOC and splatter leaving a quieter background. 
I’m using a 23-inch spiral diamond loop for the active loop and a 35-inch spiral square loop 
for the inactive loop. A number of today’s carriers were impossible without the dual loop.

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“Micro SuperLoop” & DX observations

In parallel with a DXpedition going on at Miscou Island, NB, Canada I did a brief after-work local 
sunset period listening session at the Granite Pier site in Rockport, MA. 

One highlight of this trip was testing a very small version of the SuperLoop terminated corner-fed 
broadband loop recently described by Bruce Conti in Popular Communications, NRC DX News, and 
online at “http: / /members.aol.com/amhits /termloop.htm”. 

The version I tested was basically an overhauled 2 m by 2 m square BBL-1 Broadband Loop, now 
fed at one bottom corner and terminated at the other for a cardioid pattern, instead of being fed at one 
break in the wire (typically in the middle of the bottom wire) for the bidirectional figure-of-8 “ordinary 
loop” pattern. 

I have posted a diagram of the antenna online at <http:/ /home.comcast.net/~dx_lab/pictures / 
micro superloop.htm>. You'll note that the antenna can also be quickly reconfigured as a regular 
bidirectional loop by using a different matching transformer and setting the pot to zero resistance.

from a single car-roof mountable 
antenna and then phase it against a small amount of signal from a nearby active whip when some 
additional nulling is required. 

While it was still daylight I tuned New York stations on 660 and 880, still arriving primarily via 
groundwave. The termination pot could be adjusted to get a null of about 20 dB on these stations, so 
I was happy with that. In this first version, the 5K pot was positioned at the antenna. The next thing 
I'll try is replacing it with a stepdown transformer, a short length of feedline, and a lower range pot 
at the operating position inside the car. This should allow “on the fly” readjustments of termination 
resistance as I do on my much larger SuperLoop at home. 

TA’s started showing up just about as soon as I was set up. In many cases phasing the whip against 
the Micro SuperLoop was unnecessary: little additional rejection of off-the-back stations was required. 
Had I been using the bidirectional broadband loop, I'd have to phase it against the active whip in many 
more DX’ing situations. So this new antenna is a time-saver and efficiency-booster, just like record- 
ing RF spectrum chunks on an SDR-IQ in tandem with live DX’ing on the Drake R8A. At this point, 
a couple of 2-3 hour seashore DX sessions per month give me enough material that DX’ing at home 
has become optional (and verging on unnecessary). 

1170 presented an interesting situation. Daytime pest WFPB - all water path and on a “DX-like” 
bearing from Rockport - finally went off, revealing rather strong Radio Sawa, UAE. (UAE was even 
contending with WFPB before it signed off.) Once it was totally dark, WWVA began sneaking in un- 
der. A small readjustment of the termination pot had UAE alone and in the clear with no evidence of 
WWYVA. Interestingly, at the same time on the active whip, WWVA was becoming dominant. 

So, in summation, the Micro SuperLoop was a success in its first field test. Refinements will include 
the aforementioned operator-position null pot adjustment and higher-gain amp capabilities. 

As far as the DX itself, one of the more enticing things was snippets of Indian music on 1566, peri- 
odically surfacing out of the WQEW splash. There were also fragments of English news on the half 
hour but not consistent enough to parallel to AIR shortwave outlets. 

The fact that the UAE stations (1170, 1539, 1575) were really *RIPPING* all the way through the DX 
session (2130-2359 UTC) meant that long-haul high-band propagation was definitely working. 

720 was again a DX playpen with Canary Islands, Portugal, Brazil, and Venezuela taking turns on

top of the pile. Gotta love that CHTN absence. 

I skipped dinner and blasted right out Route 128 from work in Wilmington so I could get a look at 
the band well before sunset. At set-up time, about 2130 UTC, the high-band “usual suspects” were 
pumping in hefty signals: Saudi Arabia - 1521, Albania - 1214.79, 

France - 1467, France - 1377, France - 1557, Algeria - 1422, Algeria - 1550 (smoking WNTN), and a 
fat signal from Belgium on 1512 (cruising right by local WWZN). 

IBOC irritation was mostly in the form of Mainers on 1400 and 1490 (throwing sludge over 1386, 
1413, 1476, and 1503 TA’s). And, of course, WBZ-1030: 50 kW all water path ... ouch! Still I could (very 
carefully) null out enough crud to pull 1044 Morocco / Spain through, but it wasn’t easy. Most other 
IBOC’ers, thankfully, were in the cardioid null. 

TA’s had a good north to south representation and low to high band distribution as well once sunset 
passed. As German, Dutch, and UK stations came in well, so too was loud Brazil-860 and evidence of 
Angola-1484.52 doing a job on Spain at times. Low band Spain (585, 684, etc.), Algeria (549, 890.96), 
and Morocco (612) were super-huge: nothing unusual there. 

I can’t say that I heard a lot that I didn’t already log on August and September outings but still it 
was fun, especially with the new Micro SuperLoop in play to speed things up by requiring less phas- 
ing. I do have a big stash of SDR-IQ captures which will keep me busy up to about two weeks from 
now when I go out to the shore again to do a parallel DX effort to Newfie ‘07. 

It will take several days (at least!) to pull the loggings together, especially on “jumble” TA channels 
that had 3 or more stations battling it out.
